The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-21 are 
allowable since the prior art does not teach or suggest the recitation therein including a cutaway 
garment that has a plurality of loops for releasably attaching spaced apart shoulder portions of a 
front portion to a rear portion and an end of a cummerbund thereof, in combination a handle 
attached to a plurality of cables is inserted through the respective loops which can be removed in 
order for the garment to cutaway from the shoulder, sides and the end of the cummerbund.
